HOWCJATE'S OFFENSES. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Captain Houry 


W. How-gate, who now lias thirteen in- 
dictments against him on the charges of 
embezzlement and forgery, was brought 
into court this morning for the purpose 
of having the matter of bail considered- 
The court room presented quite a differ- 
ent aspect to that of!

District Attorney Corkhill said that

Property purporting to belong 
to the defendant has been attached by 
the government, and the other side 
doubt tho legality ot that proceeding. 
Tlieyliave taken steps to test it, and he 
suggested that a decision be reached be- 
fore the question of bail ba consid- 
ered.

Cox, it is thought, has conferred with his 
associate judges ou that point, and it is 
believed that they have recommended 
that he should not resort to that extrem- 
ity, or do anything that will furnish Gui- 
tcau with a legal technicality to appeal 
to that "court iu bane" of which ho 
talks so much. If threats will not com- 
pel the audacious assassin to keep si- 
lence, the judge can only put a gag in 
bis mouth, or delay the trial and punish 
him for contempt of court. To resort to 
thia measure would, it is feared, create 
sympathy for Gniteau, and perhaps help 
him before the jury. To punish him for 
contempt would only be to delay the tri- 
al, as Guiteau could not bo confined any 
more than he now la. But he might be 
put on bread and water. Unless those 
who are managing tho prosecution are 
greatly mistaken, the trial will not long 
continue.

Canning Fruits ami Meals. 


Tlio preservation ol fruits, vegetables 
•ad Keats and similar artiol*94|i her- 
metically scaled vessels is supposed to 
have been discovered by one 9J. Ap- 
pert, of France, early ia the present 
century. He saya that he devoted some 
ten yean to experiments in this direc- 
tion, but the earliest report we have of 
them is dated Brest, France, April 14, 
1807, This report was communicated 
by a'commlttee appointed by the mari- 
time prefect of Brest to examine cer-

carefully examining some eighteen dif- 
ferent articles which had boon, pre- 
served in hermetically sealed bottles, 
reported that all were in most excellent 
condition and as.fccsh and sweet a*.

Real* Admiral Allemautl wrote a let- 
ter to the discoverer of the process 
while on board of the imperial ship Lo 
Majestneux, 'tlatjed March 7, 1807, in 
which ho flays: "The vegetables pur- 
chaaed ol you fourteen months ago 
were tuted yesterday. As green peas 
and betas are just beginning to be gath- 
ered, tho officers actually believed your 
preserved vegetables to be fresh, so well 
had you ttnccgetltxl. They wish to pur- 
chasQa.largo .quantity o( them, its well 
as soup, fruit and meat in bottles." Two 
years later tho Society for tho encour- 
agement of National Industry reported 
toM. Apport that "the society are of 
opinion that they are rendering a serv- 
ice to tho country and humanity when 
they make known so useful a discovery, 
with the eulogies which it merits." In 
1810 tho French Government awarded 
M. 
Apport 
12,000 
; francs 
for 
his discovery, which was the 
known to tho world in a smallb_» 
lishcd by the order of tho French-Mhiis 
ter of the Interior. This work was soon 
after translated into E"«rlish and pub- 
lished in London. It was also repub- 
lished in this city by D. Long worth in 
1812. From this work tho people of 
Europe and America learned the art of 
preserving various animal and vegeta- 
ble substances in what may bo termed 
s semi-natural condition. 
We hare 
been thus particular in sketching tho 
history of this common and well known 
process of preserving various articles 
ot food, because there are many per- 
sons who think it originated in Ameri- 
ca, and is a Yankee invention, which 
passed from this country to Europe. . 
li. Appert's claims, to: use his own 
words, were: First, that flrVh'ns the p«- 
culiar property, not only of changing 
the combination of tho constituent parts 
ol vegetable and animal productions. 
but also retarding for many years at 
least, if not of destroying, the natnr«t 
tendency of those same productions to 
decomposition. 
Second, that the ap- 
plication of fire in a manner variously 
adapted to various substances, after 
having with the utmost care and as 
completely as possible, dejjrifed'therir 
of all contact with the air,'effects a^er-' 
feet preservation of these same produc- 
tions with all their natural qualities. 
The above are the principles upon whfblr 
tho process is based. He then follows 
with tho various details necessary to 
success, such as air-tight bottles or oth- 
er vessels, heating until-all air is ex- 
pelled, and with some kinds of -vegeta- 
bles and meats wholly or.partly cooking 
before sealing up. We tjiink dhc ajbovo 
covers the entire ground of the modern 
methods of canning meats, fruits and 
vegetables. Tho tin cans and self-seal-' 
ing glass jars are more modern inven- 
tions than M. Appert's" glass bottles 
with tight fitting corks well smeared 
with wax to exclude the air, but the 
latter appears to haye answered tho 
purpose quite as well, although not 
quite as safe or convenient for lining 
and handling. M. Appcrt used n water 
bath in which tho articles f6 bo pro- 
served were cooked or heated after beri 
ing put into bottles, tho same or similar 
to those now in use, tho heating; nud 
cooking varying according to tn&ilatuve 
of the substance preserved. Meat was 
boiled until tho bones could be easily 
removed, or it was completely cooked, 
and when cold placed in the preserv- 
ing bottles, which were set in the water 
bath, and boiled one hour'more; the 
bottles were then taken out and when 
sufficiently cooled to handle, corked up 
and sealed. Green peas, asparagus and 
beans were placed in the bottles as soon 
as shelled; then they wero placed in the 
bath and boiled from one to three hours. 
Tomatoes, at tho time M. Appert wrote! 
his book, had not come into »s general 
use as at this time, but ho gave di- 
rections how to preserve them in 
bottles by thoroughly cooking and 
passing through a sieve'to remove 
seeds and skins before placing in tho 
Jars, which was certainly not equal to 
the methods practiced in later years. 
Besides giving directions for preserving 
soups and gravies of various kinds, in 
addition to traits, vegetables, and meats, 
ha devotes awreral pages of his work to 
describing various experiments in pre- 
serving cream and condensing milk for 
the samo gorpose. There are, no doubt, 
many of *«|jr readers who have an idea 
that cond«jgil4 milk is a recent inven- 
tion, and that the lato Gail Borden was 
the first nun who ever attempted to 
provide the public with an article of 
this kind. But on pages 40 and 41 of 
M. Appert's book wo iind a description 
of his method of condensing milk. He 
first tried condensing it in a water bath 
reducing it to two'tEirds of its original 
bulk, and then bottling it; but as this 
did not keep as well, as desired, he 
tried condensing one-half, and then ad- 
ding a small quantity of tho yelks ol 
fresh-laid eggs beaten up. thoroughly 
with the milk; This, ho savs, proved a 
perfect success, and at the end of eigh- 
teen months the milk was as sweet and 
fresh as when first put in the bottles. 
Using tho yolks of fresh-laid eggs might 
add something to tho cost of condensed 
milk in these days, but we really think 
it would bo an improvement upon the 
sugar process, to which the so-called 
condensed canned milk of the present 
day is subjected. With cream, the au- 
thor says he had no difficulty in pre- 
serving it two years perfectly sweet, 
and then it was taken out of the bot- 
tles, and good fresh butter made from 
it. £fo foreign matter whatever was 
add«C''W tho CBMtti, it'boing merely 
condensed one-Ufth, and then bottled 
and submitted to tho water bath for one 
hour before sealing up. 


Although wo were not tho first to em- 


ploy tho modern processes of preserv- 
ing freah fruits, vegetables, and meats, 
we havo probably utilized them to a 
gresterexhmt than any other nation in 
tho world, not. only because we produce 
the articles named in the greatest abun- 
dane*. biitonr people live tetter, more 
luxnrionslvLand wo might add more ex-

The Making and Keeping of Cider. 
To make good cider, good, sound 


well-ripened, 
clean apples must be 


used, and no others. 
It is better to 


crush them than to grate them. Every- 
thing about the mfil with which the 
apples, pomace or cider can come in 
contact must be clean—perfectly so. 
The apple juice, when expressed from 
the pomace, must be filtered so as to 
take out every particle- of apple or 
other solid matter which may be 
floating in it. This may be done in 
any practicable way in which the fil- 
tering substance contains no foreign 
or deleterious matter. Cleanly washed 
sand is sometimes used, and animal 
charcoal; but probably a mass of per- 
fecty clean cotton, or cotton cloth of 
many thicknesses, will be found to be 
as good as anything. The cider should 
be expressed 
from the pomace as 


quickly as possible after tho apples are 
crushed, and the juice will bo nearly 
as white as water if it is immediately 
filtered. 
If tho pomace is allowed 
to stand somo time after crushing 
the apples, before pressing, tho cider 
will be colored and not as good. 


When mado as above, and filtered, tho 
question is, how to keep and cure it fit 
for use. First, a clean cask. 
If it has 


been used for cider before, it must be 
wholly freed from the flavor of its 
previous contents. This may be done 
by burning put the inside, no other 
way is certain, though long soaking 
in water and washing may make a 
tolerably clean cask, but it is better to 
use a new, cask, pr -one that has been 
nsed for spirits. 
Before filling the 


Cask, adopt a faucet to it, so that tho 
contents can bo drawn off three or 
four inches above the bottom. 
Fill 
the cask perfectly full, and place it in 
a cool cellar, where it will not be 
moved or be in the least disturbed, and 
fit a bung with a small aperture, so 
that gas may escape while fermenta- 
tion is going on. 
Before fermentation 
-lias coased, bang up perfectly 
tight 


with a sn>all faucet, or its equivalent 
.through_or near tho bung, by which 
air may bo admitted when necessary; 
but this 'must not bo opened except 
when it is impossible to draw through 
the lower faucet without admitting air, 
and then admit as little as will answer. 
Cidor fit for drinking cannot be mado 
in warm weather, unless you have a 
much cooler place than farmers1 eel- 
Jars generally are. to store it in. 
A 
'temperature bolow fifty degrees is 
iudispensable. 
With such places for 
storage as. farmers are likely to havo 
cider-should not bo made until tho 
latter part of November or the first part 
of December. 


When made, filtered, and stored as 


before described, it should not be 
tlrtwn from or in any way moved or 
meddled with until it is cured, which 
:WilL not bo until tho May following, 
_antl it will bo still better to let it 
stand longer before drawing from it. 


You can draw from it some time 
before it will bo necessary to admit air 
through the faucet on the top of the 
cask, as the gas generated will force 
the cider out; but when It ceases to do 
thai then a little air must bo admitted 
from time to time through the upper 
faucet, which must be kept closed ex- 
cept when it is necessary to admit air 
to the cask. 
Cider made and kept 
and cured in this way will be more 
palatable and more wholesome than 
any wine, and is much safer to use in 
moderation than any lager-beer or ale. 
It is much better kept in a mass 


in a cask than in bottles; but if for any 
reason it is desirable to put it into 
bottles, it should bo drawn from the 
cask into them, one at a time, and 
tSghtly<xwkod, in the latter part of 
April or any time after that. 
The 


corks must be tied in securely, and tho 
bottles must be very strong or else they 
will burst. 
Champagne bottles are 
about the only ones safe to use. If the 
corks are not perfectly tight, the cider 
in, the bottles will soon spoiL 
l' 'Thus it will be seen "that to have 
good' cider, we must have the pure 
jtlice of good ripe apples, in n perfectly 
clean cask, placed in a position in a 
cool cellar where it will not be moved 
or jarred, and after the apple-juice has 
gone through about three-quarters of 
its period of fomentation, tightly closed 
andthen left to euro until about May 
1st. If tho air faucet is carelessly 
left open, tho cider is spoiled—reduced 
to the condition in which wo generally 
find cider, unfit to drink. 
If you want apple juice, or uncured cider 
for uso during the winter, set apart 
a cask sufficient for the purpose, mado 
and treated as above described; but it 
should bo used with caution, aa it is 
not very good for tho stomach. Cidor 
aa goacrally mado and used is wholly 
uutit'-for the stomach, unhcalthful and 
dangerous to use, and very likely to 
create a morbid appetite for stimu- 
lants, while the exact contrary is truo 
when it is properly made and kept. 
If cider is to bo sold, it is best to sell 
as soon as made, before fermentation 
has taken place, and tho purchaser 
should place it in a cool place, and 
treat as above directed. 
It 
may, 


however, bo drawn off into a clean 
cask, in March or later, and trans- 
ported; bnt it should bo treated as be- 
fore and allowed to stand a few weeks 
before uso or bottling. 


Most farmers can add to their. re- 


ceipts by using their sound apples 
which are too small or ill-shaped to bo 
merchantable, in tho way indicated, 
and promote temperance and good 
health.—Cor. Country Qentleman.

Her 
sight and her hearing are good, and her 
mental faculties aro m excellent preser- 
vation. On Tuesday she was driven in 
to receive her pension payment at May- 
or Adrcon's office on Calvert Street, 
and as he would not give her the trouble 
to alight he carried her check to her at 
the carriage, and found her thoroughly 
cheerful and in the humor for quite a 
talk. She is believed to bo the oldest,

—Snow Pudding.—Pour over throe 


tablaspoonfuls of cornstarch (dissolved 
in cold water) one pint of boiling water, 
beat (whites of three eggs and pour in 
earthen dish; steam ten minutes. 
Saucto: Beat tho yelks of tho eggs, ono 
cup of sugar, ono cup of milk and but- 
tor size of a walnut; boil till thick. This 
is nicest to bo eaten cold. 


—Chicken Cholera.—Got a few cents 
worth of garden ruo at your nearest 
druggist's and break up lino and mix 
with; chopped vegetables, meat and 
cooked corn meal. Put a pinch of the 
rue leaves in tho food every day until 
thorp uro no further signs of the cholera. 
Every poultry keeper should have a bed 
of _ rue in his garden to use whenever 
it is needed. Five cents worth of rue 
seed will produce plants enough for a 
neighborhood, and they will grow al- 
most anywhere.—N. Y. Sun. 


—Citron Preserves—Take out seeds, 
pare and cut up and put in water for 
ono night; in the morning put in kettle 
and simmer, not boil, slowly; the slices 
should bo thin; to one pound of citron 
one pound of white sugar, quarter of a 
pound of ginger root, six pounds of 
fruit; put tho ginger, bruised, in a mus- 
lin bag, half a lemon to each pound; 
when tho fruit is boiled tender pour off 
tho water and add sugar, lemon slices 
andginger; let it boil slowly till it comes 
to a jelly; then pour over citron, which 
should bo transparent. The large green 
melon Is better than small ones. 


—?&. writer in the Now York Times 


says that a year's experience with broad 
wagon-wheols Is conclusive as to their 
value. A four-inch tiro will carry two 
tons over soft ground with greater case 
to tho team than a two-and-a-half-inch 
tiro will carry one ton. The wheels are 
not so much strained by stones and 
.rough tracks on tho road and the road 
is not cut up, but, on tho contrary, is 
packed down and keeps smooth. The 
prevalent idea that tho draught is in- 
creased by widening the tire is alto- 
gether baseless; on tho contrary a 
wido tire reduces tho draught. Tho 
extra cost of the tire is repaid many 
times over every year in tho extra work 
that can be done by a team.

your griddle where it will heat, for this 
is much bettor than a bread pan* there 
being less danger of scorching at tho 
bottom. Take an oven pint of sifted 
meal, a heaping tablespoon of lard, a 
pinch of salt and a scant half pint of 
cold water; mix well and let it stand 
whilo you grease your griddle and 
sprinkle some meal over it. Make the 
dough into rolls tho size and shape of 
§oose eggs, and drop them on the grid- 


le, taking care to flatten as little as 


possible, for tho less bottom crust tho 
better. Place in the oven and bake 
until brown on the bottom.

change to the grate, and brown on top, 
taking from twenty to thirty minutes 
for the- whole process. Eaten while hot, 
with plenty of good butter, they are 
better than any other bread. 


—In buying a horse, says Turf, field 


and Farm, look first to his head and 
eyes for signs of intelligence, temper, 
courage and honesty. Unless a horso 
has brains you cannot teach him to do 
anything well. If bad qualities pre- 
dominate in a horso, education only 
serves to enlarge and to intensify them. 
A _square muzzle with large nostrils 
evidence's an ample breathing appara- 
tus and great lung power. Next, see 
that

under

Jowl, with jaw bones broad and wide 
apart under the throttle. Breadth and 
fulness between the ears and eyes is 
always desirable. The eye should bo 
full and hazel in color, ears small and 
thin and thrown well forward. 
Tho 


horso that tarns his ears back until 
they almost meet at the point is not to 
be trusted. Ho is a biter or a kicker, 
and is sure to bo vicious in other re- 
spects. A horso with a dashing face is 
cowardly, and a cowardly brute being 
naturally vicious, can never be trained 
to anything well. A rounding nose, 
tapering forehead and a broad full face 
below tho eyes ia always mischievous 
and treacherous. Avoid a long-le^o-ed, 
stilty horse. Select ono with a slfort, 
straight back and rump, withers hi^h 
and sloping, well set back and broad, 
with good depth of chest, forelegs 
short, hind legs straight with tho hock 
low down, short pastern joints, and n 
round mulish foot. By observing the 
above hints a horse maybe selected, 
that is graceful, good-natured, service- 
able and a prize to tho owner. 


;Secure Good Seeds. 
j 


So far as possible farmers should save 
their' own seeds and not only avoid tho 
! 


expense of buying, but secure seed of 
good quality and true to name. The 
seed which ripens earliest thould be se- 
cured, and vegetables and flowers when 
seeding should not be neglected and 
allowed to be blown about upon the 
ground and drenched and injured by 
rains. Such plants should be stakad 
ind carefully tied- up. The earliest and 
best developed cucumbers, squashes, 
melons, etc., should be selected for 
their seeds, and these seeds are beat 
preserved by remaining in the old cu- 
:umbors, etc., through the winter and 
tept in a dry place secure from rats. 
and mice. The best place to preserve 
., cabbage, and in fact all seeds, 
s in the mother shell. Tho farmer well 
cnows that his unsholled corn, peas, 
scans, etc., always come up best. Cut 
,he stalks when the seeds are suffioiont- 
y ripe and tie them in bunches, then 
int a paper around tho tops, secured by 
t string, to catch any seeds that may 
'all out of the bolls or pods, and hang 
,hem up in a secure place until wanted 
in the spring. There is no reason why, 
under such circumstances, every per- 
'ect seed should not germinate, and the 
;erms will be healthy and strong. The; 
>est and earliest ears of com should -bo 
selected for seed, and to insure this, 
hey should bo selected whilo the corn 
is still- standing. Go through the field 
and look out f ortho long ears, well filled 
out, and when the husks begin to whiten 
;athcr them, pull back the husks and 
braid them into traces which hang in a 
dry place. By carefully following ou* 
his plan through a series of years the 
lamp variety ofcorn will ripen earlier, 
an important advantage in localities 
lubject to early frosts. It requires time 
ind care to look out for theso things, i 
brit it is time well spent and labor this 
>ays. —Afaine Farmer.

Appropriate music 
was rendered, and the hymn singing was 
led by a quartet consisting of Mrs. A. O.

The quartet rendered "Wake 
the-sound of Jubilee" very pleasingly, 
it being H happy selection and very ap- 
propriate music ami words.

Colossinus, in-15—"And bo yo thank- 
ful." 
Ho opened by showing tho advan- 


tages of having a Thanksgiving day, a day 
in which religioua thought and festivity 
wero 
joined. Americans were 
hard 


workers; many made- themselves drudges 
and fairly turned their own flesh and 
blood iuto real estate and wealth. There 
were only four such days in tho whole 
year—Thanksgiving, 
Christmas, 
Now 


Years and Fourth of July. It would be 
well if there wero more such days for tho 
careworn people. 


Ho said that man's wants were many 


and yet many wero probably just as hap- 
py as if they hud what their fauey do- 
sired. Wealth wag a comparative term. 
A man with only six wants, who had 
five of these gratified was richer than a 
man who had a thousand wants and ouly 
nine hundred of them gratified. The 
former waa disappointed iu only one 
thing, the other iu many. A ninu. could 
staud it to bo stuug by ouo bee, but 
to bo stung by n hundred would kill 
him. 


There wore many causes of gratitude, 


aud praise should bo rendered to God 
for all his mercies, for the bitter as well 
as tho sweet, for they wero all mercies. 
A grumbler was complaining about his 
poor shoos, but when ho met a-uiuu who 
had no shoos at all, he was glad that he 
had any; and as these two travelling 
along together met a man who had no 
feet, both felt they had cause for thanks- 
giving. The speaker narrated a touch- 
ing incident in John B. dough's early 
life, and how his mother ono time re- 
joiced greatly over a simple loaf of bread, 
which her son had got by begging on the 
street. A thankful heart could always 
find causes for gratitude.

could 
find 
no 
particles 


of iron in a dish of sand, but the magnet 
would gather them up, and thus the 
thankful heart would find amid troubles, 
many causes of thanksgiving. 


A graphic picture was also drawn of 


tho first thanksgiving held by the pil- 
grim fathers, aud then attention was 
called to some of tho special causes for 
thankfulness tho past year. God had 
brought the people safely though block- 
ades and floods, through famine, fire 
and even the dark shadow of the assas- 
sination of tho people's ruler aud idol. 
There had been personal and family 
troubles too, but on tho other hand had 
been O od's grace. There was throughout 
the land a boom. Manufacturing and 
agricultural interests were highly pros- 
poro 
UP. 
President Arthur as dis- 
appo intiug tho prophets of evil. There 
were personal causes of rejoicing, foe, 
life, health, strength, smiles, friends 
good business, and a happy homo life 
had fulleii to the lot of many. In the 
little humble homes there was much 
happiness, and from such humble homes 
eight of the fourteen presidents had 
come. There should bo great thankful- 
ness for such home snuggeries ia which 
the heart could nestle. Then, oven to 
the broken family circles, there was a 
cause of gratitude that they mourned 
not as those without hope. They had 
the rich gift of tho consolation of tho 
gospel. 


The speaker took the day as a moun- 


tain of retrospection, aud standing upon 
it viewed the year. Iu tho heights of 
Scotland was a fountain, and near by it 
was cut n seat in the rock, and above 
this seat was also cut in the rock the 
words—"Best and be thankful." The 
day was such a place. Looking back 
there was one event which could not bo 
forgotten. The preacher then pictured 
touohingly the shadow which had fallen 
upon the people by the death of its Pres- 
ident, and presented somo of the inspir- 
ing religious thoughts which had per- 
meated the life which was thus cruelly 
ended, and. pointed to the mysterious 
providence which was beyond tho ken of 
man. There still remained the restful 
belief that " God reigns," and tho thank- 
fulness that" the government still lives." 
The speaker saw cause for thanksgiv- 


ing in the increasing harmony between 
all sections of the country, and the high 
rank which this nation had taken among 
the other nations of tho world. He saw 
the dawning of a higher civilization wait- 
ing to flood the whole land, with kindli- 
ness. 
This brightening dawn was a 
cause for joy to all. 


The sermon was an interesting one 


throughout, and at its closo a collection 
was taken for the poor of the city, the 
funds to be divided equally among the 
churches uniting in the service, and to 
bo expended by them.

closed with the benediction,
